Had Knot been Cor our trauBatfanac 
i-oualns we should have allowed to sink Into oblivion the capabilities of 
men fur long endurance In walking and running. Home people aay these 
walking and running cumpctltiona are not sport. Perhaps they will 
now say that It is not spurt for an American homo to win our big handi- 
capa under heavy weights, with evury likelihood of following up his 
Hucceaaful career. Bogardu# baa bustled ua up In shooting, and one of 
the latest American Imports, Dr. Cancr, of mtgbty glass ball aud rifl« 
repute, can slaughter Bogardu#. Trickett the Aualrallau, holds the 
aquatic championship, our men came off aecood beat In cricket, and we 
have all our work to uo to lick tho Zulus, and yet there are people w ho 
say that England la a great nation. Over-ecfncatlon, pampering, free 
trade and the defeat of itldolto are nilulug the countn*, and the noouer 
we come back to good home irutbs and hard slogging toe better. Hpeak- 
Ing aa a man who knows a little about horse-lletiE, If only In tbo shape 
of cat's meat ou a skewrer, 1 think I ahall have tbo opinion of many uo 
my aide when I say that Parole In (be paddoi:k Impressed few iK'ople 
favorably. Light necked, rough coated, leggy aud curby hocked, Parole, 
without Ills name and deeds, would have been paaaed by, and even when 
identified nine men out of ten, guided hy appearance, wonld rather 
have laid agalnat him than have backed him. Alter the race came the 
revolution, and now arises the queatlun whether wo have not more to 
learn from the Amvrlcaua In racing Ibuii they have alreadv taught us.

CUAMPION POIKTBR DOGS. 

Three entrlea—Sow, Sefton and Rush; all so well known to 
YOur readers aa to ne^ no meutlou further than the giving of 
their names. First went to St. Louis Kennel Club’s Bow, a One 
sized, grandly shaped dog, whose only faults are a short nose, and 
a haw^ eye. Qls head, with these exceptions, Is perfect, and 
from his bead out be Is so good as that. In bitches—champions 
—four entries, and three of them Just aa good as any three the 
country can produce. Competition was between the Rose of 
Edmund Orglll and the Clytle of the St. Louis IMnel Club. Both 
lemon and white, and both so good as to belKtIe choice between 
them. Personally, I liked Rose, and all through the time of 
Judging marked her a winner, which In the end she proved, being 
cboMn for first over Clytle. Fan, who won first at Westminster, 
though a good bitch, can never compete successfully against a 
lemon and white In color, even If she were as good. 

LABOa POINTBRS—OPZB CLASS. 

Thla class was not really a good one all through, while con- 
ululng a few extra good animals, some fair, the balance ragged 
and uneven. Faust, the late Importation of the 8t. Louis Ken¬ 
nel Club, had a walk over for tirst posltionf He has but one real 
fault, that Is throatlnesa. His head I do not like so well as 
Bow’s, but ho Is truly a grand dog for his size, which Is of the 
largest. I at your request, visited the steamer when he arrived 
at New fork, and reported his arrival to you, and must confess I 
cannot see bow the St. Louis Kennel Club accomplished the feat 
of getting him In such condition In so short a time. He was tlien 
fat as a hog, and covered with mange. This was some three 
weeks ago. To-day bis skin Is clean, his hair la velvety, the 
nesh la off, and ho looks a race horse. Rex who got first at 
Westminster was placed second here. This was an award I did 
not like, as he, though with good points, is so faulty at others, 
that he should never win In good company. We liked thla award 
less than any given. No V.H.C. In this class, and but one H.C. 
and one C. The former to King, a liver and white much ticked 
dog owned by M. O. Fuller, of Worcester, the latter to Rake II., 
a fair proportioned orange and white dog owned by J. W. Colllo, 
of Providence, Rhode Island. Before any of these after first, I 
liked Leo, a liver and white ticked large sized but not coarse dog, 
owned by tleo. F. Davenport, of this city. Bitches eight entlie^ 
of which the black Princess, of Geo. G. Barker, captured first. 
While not deserving the high quality both of form and look of 
this bitch, I could not but think the award an error. Princess, I 
should fancy, was due to whelp In about ten days, and I con¬ 
tend It was unjust to other exhibitors to guess at her form as It 
truly U. As she was It was only •njecture at the best, and If In 
the opinion of the Judges of this class none other was worthy, 
first should have been withheld. Maud, a very clever liver and 
white bitch was placed second, while a C. was given to 
Psyche II., belonging to Messrs. Fuller & Lyman, of Springfield, 
Mass. 

SMALL POINTER DOGS. 

Ten ontrics and a good In quality lot, too. First went after 
much discussion to Pete Jr., a two^year-old black dog, of caplUl 
appearance In the Judging ring. He is a taking dog at all points 
save In first awards. His bead Is superior every way to his sire's, 
Strong’s old Pete, wjille ho has not the coarseness and never will 
grow to It, of the old dog. This award created considerable dis¬ 
cussion but I cannot conscientiously say, that I would have given 
It otherwise. Second went to lemon and white Dash, a fair In 
form young dog of a year old, owned by A. M. Tufts, of Lynn, 
Mass. In small bitches eleven entries, and a hot class for any 
one to win first In. Considerable betting was Indulged in as to 
the winner In this class, some fancying the St. Louis Kennel 
Club’s Zeal, a fine but small liver and white bitch—lately Im 
ported—and Edmund Orglll's nearly all white bitch Ruby. 1 
liked Zeal the best by odds, and my Judgment was susUlned by 
the Judges, aa they gave first to her. Second went to the orange 
and white Fly, belonging to James 8. Burbank, of Diamond Hill, 
R. I. This award I could not undersUod. V.H.C. to Ruby, 
whom I thought after Zeal the best and should have got second. 
H.C. went to the Chrystal of H. 8. Magraw, of Colora, Maryland, 
a white and orange bitch, only of fair form and with a Jaw entirely 
too “piggy” for the bitch to have a good head. In this class no 
other award. Puppies only a fair lot, and first went to the best 
one decidedly, Lola—tate Beauty—belonging to J. W. Coffin, 
P.-ovIdonce. She la a good bitch hut too fine for my fancy. This 
closes the true sporUng classes. I shall, with your permission, 
give but slight notice of the sporting class adJuncU such as 
spaniels and hounds, but little mention of the toys large and 
small, and give Instead a somewhat lengthy description of the 
competition for the specials. These were one of the features of 
the show, and I fancy will prove of more Interest to your readers 
than an extended'description of the classes which I do not fully 
mention. 

CHBSAPBAKBS 

Only two entries, and neither firstclass. This dog I fancy 
has not been long enough with us to estalillsh a true type, and 
no two are ever seen near enough alike to make a real compe¬ 
tition. Of the two present Rover, of a dead grass color 
when first tinged hy frost, belonging to the Baltimore Kennel 
Club, took first over Mr. Laurence Curtis' Foam, who got sec 
ond. • 

IRISH WATBB SPANIBLS. 

Eight entries, with a good winner ft Imported Mack, entry 
No. 395, of Mr. D. D- Lawler, Mount Vernon, Now York, second 
to Sport, owned by R. W. Waterman of Athol, this sUte. 
rest only a fair exhibit 

RBTBIBVINO WATER SPANIELS OTHER THAN IRISH. 

Six entrim, and the best Sport, a reaUy good dog belonging to 
8. M. Aldrich of Providence, R. I. He Is a stocky, sturdy dog, 
short-legged, stout bodied, and with power enough In Jaw and 
body to take even a swan a mOe from shore and bring him In. 
Second went to Fuss, a good specimen of the strain, and 
a H.C., to en^ 399, the all liver colored Tubby, belonging to 
R W Waterman of Athol, Maas. H.C. to W. S. Cnrtls’ Jingo. 

OOCEBE SPANIELS.__ 

A lltUe*l^of butnlne entries and notiat'aU up In quality. 
First went to Olp, a’fair, and only a fair dog,*^ liver and white In 
eoloraad owned hr D. P. Bosworth, of New.York Ctty;.second 


to Judy, of the same color, owned by Olln M. Drake, of Ells- 
worth. Maine. These spaniels were the only disappointment of 
the exhibition, for I bad looked for a larger exhibit 
riBLU SPANIELS OP ANT OTHER BREED. 

A Clumber was awarded first, a good dog, too, as I understand 
the strain, owned by Wm. M. Tileston, of New York City, a 
bright orange and white In color, weighing, I should think, all 
of thirty to forty pounds, heavily but sllklly coated; be drserved 
what be got I wish there more of them In the country. Second 
went to a little black fellow, who In all save color was a true 
cocker. Sprightly, bright and good-looking, I admired him ex¬ 
ceedingly. Thesb two I mention out, the balance of the class 
nothing. 

FOX BOUNDS. 

But eleven In number. This class should have been larger. 
New England contains yet so many foxes, owing to the wildness 
of her country, that It only needs a little stirring up of these 
hound owners by the members of tbe Massachusetts Kennel Club 
to ensure a good exhibition. They are generally men living In 
the small town^ who most probably have never as yet heard of a 
bench show. I feel assured that by calling their attention to the 
prizes to be obtained, that Boston can show in another year al¬ 
most aa good an exhibit in this class as did Philadelphia. The 
bulk of these shown here, were tbe heavily eared, deep Hewed 
hound, so much In fashion years since, which dogs however are 
not speedy enough for tbe wants of the present time. Able to 
mn for a week, and with the keenest of noses, they are not what 
the public wants. Neither do I think they are a true fox hound, 
for they show so many of tbe points of the blood-hound, that 
there must be a large admixture of that blood In them 
BEAGLE BOUNDS. 

Only four entries, and not a particularly good one In the 
quartette. First was given to the best, theldog Rattler, a 
nicelsh black, tan and white, owned by Messrs. Dodge & Baker, 
Detroit, Michigan. Second to the same gentlemen’s Bell, of 
same color as Rattler. Charm, owned by P. B. Bradley, was 
given an H.C., which I fancied should have been withheld 
Before entering upon a description of the toys proper, I will 
try and give a resume of tbe contests for the special prizes. 
These are really a system of consolation premiums, for the dogs 
that were In A are debarred from B. Winners In class B are 
shut out of C, and so on down the list. . . , 

Class A.—The Grand Prize of $500 cash.—This *was one 
worth the winning, and twenty entries had been made for It. 
The beaten ones In open or champion classes of course could 
not compete, so when tbe lime for Judging came, the contest 
was narrowed down to. In setters. Dash III., Grouse, Paris, Ben 
and Derg; In pointers, St. Louis Kennel Club's Faust was the 
only representative. The compclitlon between Dash III. and 
Palis, after long discussion, ended In the latter’s being sent to 
the rear. It thus left an English setter, Dash III., a Gonlou 
setter. Grouse, an Irish setter, Ben, for Derg, like Paris, bad 
taken a hack seat, and a pointer, Faust. Here the Judges 
stopped. They said each was a grand specimen of his strain, 
and they, refusing to decide, called upon Uie exhibitors to di¬ 
vide tbe money In four parts of 1135 each. Mr. Nesbitt, who 
represented the Harvard Kennel Club, refused at first to 
such divison, and I think In bis place I should have done 
the same. Not an animal In the ring, though beating every¬ 
thing ho had come In comretltlon with, but showed a weak 
point, and hence In Mr. Nesbitt’s place, as having the best of 
the lot, I would never have consented to a division of the 
money. Mr. Nesbitt hung out for a long while In the liiteresis 
of Dash III., and like Byron’s female, "vowing she would ne'er 
consent, consimted.” Tlius the Judges were released from an 
unpleasant predicament, tbe committee pleased, and each 
got a nice little plum of $135, so It turned out a happy family 
^1 round. ^ 

Claes B.—For the Beat Setter or Pointer, an Oil Painting by 
F. W. Rogers.—The four winning ones In Class A propping out, 
let In some of tbe Iwaten ones In other classes. Hence we had 
In this, Paris, Countess II., Daniel Webster, Nell, Rory O’.Moore, 
Coin anil Fire Fly In setters, and in pointers 8L Louis Kennel 
Club's Bow. Almost as much diacussion was had over this 
award as was the cate over the previous one. Paris finally 
won, and, I think, deservedly. Coin pushed him hard for the

position, but after the points were fully discussed, Paris, by 


measurements, was placed first. Coin In another year will 
make a rattler for show purposes. Ho la Immatureil now, has 
not filled out as he should bo fhwlu In such company. Next 
season will tell a different Ule. Long was offered the long 

figure of five hundred dollars for him but decllneil It, but after 
warda sold him to Mr. H. L. Daggett, Jr., and a Mr. Smith for 
I6U0 

Class C.-For best native or imported English setter,$300 Parker 
gunr In each special it will be noticed competition was re¬ 
duced by the winners of one dropping out In the next. So for 
this gun there only came forward four. Coin, Daniel Webster, 
Leicester and Ray. The discussion was apparently an exciting 
one over the merits and demerits of Coin and Leicester, the 
other two being out of the race from the start, that Is according 
to the Ideas of the Judges. After a half hour’s deliberation first 
was given to Coin, so Mr. Long got a prize worth tbe winning. 

Class D.—For the best native or Imported English setter bitch, 
35 lbs. Falcon powder, OrlenUI Powder Co. The competitors 
turned out strong for this premium, more for the honor of vie 
tory I fancied, than for the value of the special. The list com 
prised Fly, Abbey, Dart and Belle, with the little native black 
bitch Smut. Dart Is so fine, so nice a bitch, that after but little 
discussion she received first. 

Class E.—For brace of best English setters, regardless of sex 
pair of gold mounted pistols from Lovell <k ^ms. Hut two 
braces came to the front. Dash III., and Countess II. of the Har¬ 
vard Kennel Club, and Paris and Itolcester of L. H. .Umlth, of 
Strathroy. The award of best was given after but little debate 
to Dash HI. and (Sunless II. This Is one of tbe dei'Isinns I can 
not at all agree with. Granting that Paris and Leicester had 
both been beaten In tlielr classes. It was by but a hair. On the 
contrarv Dash III. and Countess II. had each won. At first 
glance it would seem that they should win this special of course. 
It Is not to, however. The award called for tbe liest dogs a» n 
hraet, consequentiv In my humble Judgment, there should have 
been similarity In’ form, size, and style. As a pair I will allow 
that Dash III. and Countess It. were the best. As a brace, they 
did not begin to be. A brace of setters, like a span of horses, 
must match to be a good learn, hence I say Mr. Smith was en¬ 
titled to this award. There should have lieen no discussion In 
regard to It. 

Class F.—For best native or Imparted Irish setter dog. a Fox 
gun, American Arms Company. Three entries, Rory O’Moore, 
Derg and Race. Rory was all out of condition, and being In the 
best of company, too, stood not the slightest chance from tbe 
start. Derg was beaten by Race, a litter brother to Ben who won 
In champion class. As a brace Race, and Ren are more than fair 
dogs, and Mr. Waller had them In grand show conditiou. I 
could not understand why Messrs. Lincoln and Hellyar did not 
show up Arlington-lats Hobart’s Boss. Be had Just won In 
open elaas a first, and being a thoroughlv good dog, I should 


have striven for this gun after entering for It I fancy they 
are fearful of the Elcho blood In Race. The gentlemen were too 
timid by half. 

Class Q.—For tbe best native or Imported Irish setter bitch, 
twenty-five pounds wild fowl powder. Oriental Powder Co. A 
good, strong lot of competitors. As I mentioned before, uot tbe 
gunpowder were these gentlemen after, but It was a class virtually 
making of the winner champion of champions. The competing 
ones were Emerson’s Ruby, Davis’ Nelly, Moses' Fan, Stoddard's 
Friend, and Cause’s Fire Fly. Thla maile up so grand a lot, that 
tbe Judges were an hour coming to a decision. 'They finally set¬ 
tled upon Fire Fly as the winner. She Is a grand little bitch, and 
won also first In class 10, champion Irish bitches. 

Class H.—For best brace of Irish setters, regardless of sex, ten 
volumes copy of Bancroft’s History of the United States. Only 
one entry. Bob and Friend, belonging to E. F. Stoddanl, Dayton, 
Ohio. This was a walk-over. 1 cannot imagine why some of the 
other owners of the Irish strain did notenter for this. 

Class 1.—For best Gordon setter dog, native or Imported, an 
1100 Schoverling * Daly breech-loading gun. Only two competi¬ 
tors out of nine entries. These, the Dash of Chas. T. Brownell, 
of New Bedford, and the Rupert of the Goldsmith Kennel Club, 
Toledo, Ohio. As I wrote In the beginning of this, I did not 
fancy the winner, Rupert, at all for first In champion class, and 
liked him as little for first here. He Is cat-bammed to a degree, 
and as this Is one of tbe faults which Is apt to be transmitted, I 
could not see In the dog a prize-winner. The Judges thought dif¬ 
ferently and of course saw some things In which the dog was 
ahead of his rivals, and so gave him first. 

Class J.—For best native or Imported Gordon bitch, a set of 
A. Pope, Jr.,’B Upland Game Birds. Three entries, but only the 
Nellie of 8.W. Rodman, of this city, present, and she conser|uently 
gained the "pewter’’ without an effort. The other two entries 
were the Bess and Bell of tbe Toledo Kennel Club, Toledo, Ohio. 
They are, however, still In England. They were purchased 
some time ago and should have been here long since. ’They were 
detained on tbe other side for a purpose which ran longer than 
was expected, and so have not yet started from there. 

Class K.—For the beet brace of Gordons, regardless of sex, a 
sliver vase, valu^s$75. Three braces entered, but only one brace 
shown. Grouse and Judge of the Toledo Kennel Club. Another 
walk-over, but by a good pair of good dogs. Grouse, while a 
grandly, perhaps I should say nearly a perfect-headed dog, and an 
A 1 up to tbe hips, is uot so good behind as be might be, and 
though so fine In front, it should not cover bis faults behind. 
Nevertheless, there being no contestants, It was right that they 
should get the special. 

Class L.—For best pointer dog, A. W. & C. Scott’s $150 
breech-loading gun.—Originally mine entries, owing to the pre¬ 
vious wins and “scares” the contest was narrowed down to 
throe dog^ Rex, Bow and Pete Jr. Aa a matter of course. It 
was a walk-over for the St. Louis dog Bow. Neither Rex nor 
Pete Jr. had a ghost of a chance to win. Although personally I 
do not fancy so large dogs as Bow, I cannot but concede the ex¬ 
traordinary merits of both him and Faust. 

Class M.—For tbe best small pointer bitch, a painting by F. 
W. Rogers, value $100.—Five entries but only two competing. 
The Ruby, of Edmund Grglll, and the Clytle, of the 81. Louis 
Kennel Club. These were two elegant bitches, and It was only a 
toss-up lietwoen them for first position. The Judges finally gave 
the special to Clytle. 1 cannot say that I agreed with them. 
Willie lioth were good, I fancied Ruby the liest. Clytic’s eyes 
are to my eyes defective, and with head and hotly so nearly equal, 

I could rot but like Ruby the best. If only on account of her 
eyes. 

Class N.—For lie.at brace of pointers, regardless of sex, a 
set of thirty liellotyjie eiigravliigN from Landseer’s jialntlngs. 
Seven braces entered, of which six competed for this sjicclal. 
To a lover of polnler blood, here was as fine a lot as was ever 
seen together, cither here or in England. Those contesting were 
the Faust and Bow, of the St. Louis Keunel Club, both largo 
sized, liver and white ticked dogs, noticeable animals In any and 
all company. Next came same owners’ two bitches. Zeal, a liver 
and white, and Clytle, an orange and white, a beautifully formed, 
and high bred looking brace. Then two bitches belonging to 
G. W. Barker of Boston, Fan and Princess, tmth of fair size, 
black as night In color, and showing good show condition. 
Next the black Pete Jr., and the bitch Peg, half black, half white, 
the white much ticked, as goo<1 a brace as Is often seen. Next, a 
pair of Wheljis. the Dash and Trump of A. M. Tufts, of Lynn, a 
more than good pair of youngsters. In fact an exceeding goial 
brace, but In too good company to win. Last, but by no means, 
least, tbe Rose and Ruby, of Edmund Orglll, a brace of the finest 
nearly all white pidnter bitches ever shown. If this was wa-s not 
richness I have never seen It. No w onder the Massachusetts Ken¬ 
nel Club members feel proud of their exhibition. Right here was 
an exhibition of a dozen pointers, worth alone tbe trouble of go¬ 
ing to Boston to see. Why, look at the character of the contest- 
anta fora moment. Bow, winner In champion class; Faust, win¬ 
ner of first In oiien class; Zeal, winner of first In open class for 
small pointer bitches; Clytle, winner of special In M for best 
small pointer bitch shown; Pete Jr., winner of first among the 
small pointer dogs; Fan, winner of first at Westminster, and 
Princess winner here. Tuft’s brace, winner here of Special Class 
0. Rose, winner of first In champion pointer bitch class, and 
Ruby her equal In quality. What can bo said regarding aueli a 
class aa here hntered for this special prize In class N. Adjectives 
fsll; commendation, no matter how great, does not meet the 
case, and I can only say If I should write from now on for a 
month, I should not then do this class Justice. Fauat and Bow 
were awarded the prize. 

Class O.—For best brace of wheU* under eighteen months of age, 
a case of mounted,ornamental birds. But one entry for this special 
and that one hy the giver of the prize. 1 beard this commented u|)on 
hy several. If tbe gentleman was aware that there would he no 
competition It would have been a " case” of sharp practice. I 
fancy that It was all done In good faith. That he bad no reason 
to guppose his brace would bo the only ones entered, and was 
ready to compete with anything that mtght be shown. While I 
grant the gentleman’s action was Impolitic, I can see nothing 
wrong In It. He was, of course, awarded this special, or like 
classes H. and J. It was awalk-over. 

Class P.—For best spaniel dog or bitch of any strain, one of 
Mole's patent glass ball traps. Three entries but with only two 
coming to the front. The black Charlie of W. H. Canterbury, 
this city, and the liver and tan colored Sport of T. M. Aldrich, of 
Providence, R. I. The black dog as true a cocker In abape and 
style as was ever seen. The latter evidently a retrieving spaniel. 
Ae lietween the two where each are equally good of their respect¬ 
ive strains, Imanty most decide and the special was given to the 
black Charlie. 

This finished the list of specials In the sporting cissses, and a 
hsodsomer and more valuable lot of prizes was never offered by 
any bench show In this country. With the regular awards and 
such a list of specials the Mozaachnsette Kennel Club cannot help 
coming to tbe front as tbe moet liberal In Its management of any 
kennel club of tbe country, and to shall, and must, eventually 
meet Its rewanl.

In a rushy bottom Tinkle slow but moderstely sure 
pointed a brace of paitrldgea, but Speck who had been careering 
about Ignored the ^Int and throughout the tie evinced want of 
nose, to the flag was hoisted In favor of Tinkle; both dogs 
dropped well to fire. 

A scanty piece of clover seeda waa found for Tick and Don 
Joae and they were no sooner out of the leads than a hare 
jumped off and the breakers rather than run any risk each 
dropped bis charge by hand. Both dogs were, however, fairly 
free from fur.. Tick’s pace and etyle wea much better than his 
opponent’s, who, however, managed to ^ the first point which 
was at another hare, Tieji becking well, and when another bare 
got on foot and passed near him, Tick at once subsided. The 
latter followed up by another point at a bare In g(x>d form and 
as on Puss going away the Don bad to be dropped, the verdict 
wse given for Tick. Rex and Kelpie hid a long trial in which 
very Indifferent work wee done, Kelpie flushing once and both 
dogs declining to drop either to wing or fire. As Rex ranged In 
better pees and style than hla opponent, be won the tie, althongh 
his work was purely of negative merit. 

Juno and Pose bad a very short time of It, Indeed, for Jnno, a 
Uny weed, w$adonrigbt nnta oa far, and had evidently come 
out to enjoy hen^.^as eba had three rare good eeurrys after 
bares In half aa many mlnntea, In spite of voice and whittle. 
Bbe was therefore soon out of It, the flag going up tor Pnat, who, 
bowevar, had not bad Ume]to do anything good, bi^ ortndlffarent 
Roy and Banker made a poor aiMbltlon, there was very little 
(Mne for them to And, It Is true, but they were.veritable poUerers 
were both strook out of the stake for want of merit 


Jeeele having been drawn (a bye) waa sent down igalnst Tinkle, 
who boot Spocb Id tbo first Hb, Both contestDota boat a laixe 
•s^ of ^nnd « a good pace and nice eaay style, bnt Lord 
CbolmoDdelej’s Mtcb carried ber tfcad rather the better of the 
two. At the end of the third or fourth Held Tinkle stood, but 
no game; Jessie In another dIrecUoo poloted'a brace of partrldgee 
which point nnkle backed well. Two .bares next pamed nea^ 
•**’>"<* to toe flrst, and followed the second 
slightly but dropped to hand Instantly. Jessie then found an¬ 
other hM and aflH^rda another brace of birds, Tinkle back¬ 
ing each time, so sa Jeaele hid been flnder general the Use went 
up for her. “ 

R*i and Tick both got on the same scent and pointed a brace 
of partridges. Tick then got a false point which Rex becked, 
but a short time afterwards In another Held when Tick found a 
brace of partridges and itood'tbem, Rex dashed straight In front 
of his oppooent and flushed the birds, and so lost the tie. Lord 
Cholmondeley’s two bitches, owners not being guarded, (a bad 
arrangement we think) bad then to try conclusions, and they 
worked oocommonly well together, so closely that there being 
such a scarcity of game It was difficult to decide as to their re¬ 
spective merita. Field after field was tried, and eventually Puss 
getting the outside cast pointed a hare, Jessie turning to quarter 
her ground caught sight and backed well; as time was an object 
the flag was hoisted for Puss. 

Tick wu tbeo sent down against Puu for the winning Me, ifiSse 
being the only two nnbeaten dogs. Puss showing greater para 
and more system In working her ground than Tick, soon got on 
scent of a bare which had just gone away and pointed, but Tick 
would not bock, preferring to Uke up the point himself. Puss 
again got a point where a specutor bad flashed birds a moment 
previously; this time Tick backed, then the flag went up for 
Puu, who wu declared winner of the flrst prixe. A short spin 
between Jeuie and Tick for second and third prizes, wu decided 
by Jeuie getting on scent, drawing on uveral yards, and stand¬ 
ing In very pretty form to a brace of birds; Tick backed well, but 
Jeuie fairly earned 3nd prixe, Tick getting third honors. This 
being the first time IjOid Cbolmondeley ^bu run dogs at trials 
double sncceu Is remarkable.

Rose mode very short work of her opponent. Donald, for In 
leu than two mloutoe ehe pegged a brace of partridges and drop¬ 
ped well to wing; when the gnn wu fired both behaved well. In 
the next field Rose getting the outside cut sod holding her bead 
well up In the wind, soon found another brace of birds, Donald, 
not seeing the point, wse put down by hand; a little farther on 
Rose again found birds, pointed and stood, but Donald rushed In 
and flushed her birds, so the flag went up for Rose, who showed 
a splendid noee, and quartered syatematlcally and cautiously, 
with plenty of pace when she likes to put It forth. Being only 
ten months old her work was (bcldedly good, and she will prove 
a very hard nut to crack for the Field Trial Derby, If ehe keeps 
well. 

Diadem and Young Prince’s trial wu not a lengthy one and 
the former, although her stj'le and action were perfect and pace 
good, was a decided trifler, for she false pointed right and left, 
and when a hare got up and went away ahe chevied him right 
merrily u many a young letter hu done before ; Young Prince, 
therefore, secured the tie without more ado. Dorothy, from the 
ume kennel u Diadem, then bad a win likewise by the demerits 
of her opponent, the red Irish dog Dick II. The moment they 
were sent off up jumped a brace of hares and Dick In spite of 
shouts and whistles coursed one out of the field end looked rather 
like killing, once; Dorothy also went a few yards in pursuit of the 
other but a sharp rate from her muter brought her to her senses, 
and u Dick showed no Inclioatlon of returning, the flag went up 
for Dorothy. 

Frank and Helreu both went fut and well, the latter quarter¬ 
ing her ground most creditably, but no game wu found In the 
flrst two or three fields. Eventually, however, both dogs ranging 
clou together acrou wind flushed a brace of birds which they 
ought to have found. Heiress scored In the oeit field—a fallow 
—by pointing a brace, Frank backed and both dropped to wing. 
Hares, however, proved too much for Frank u they had done for 
one or two before him during the day, and u Helreu wu staunch 
on fur, the flag, all th'.nga considered, wu fairly hoisted for her. 

Antrim and Comet, both reds from tlie ''Green Isle,’’ soon set¬ 
tled the queetlon st Issue between thenuelves and It wu bares 
again that did It. Comet evidently came out on purpoee, for In 
whatever part of the field, no matter how far off, she uw a bare 
the made for It Antrim dropped well to fur, and u Comet re¬ 
peatedly cboud Antrim won the tie. 

Kate and Fan were sent down next In the ume field and the 
former hung about on foot scent, coming to a point once or 
twice, where Comet bad coursed; Fan In the meantime wu back¬ 
ing her sUuDchly. Kate then pointed but left her point and the 
blrdt were afterward flushed. Fsn In the muntime who bod 
been ranging and quartering her ground In capital etyle flushed 
birds but dropped well to wing. 8be then got a point at a single 
Wrd, so the flag went up for her, ahe having well earned the ver¬ 
dict by ber syitematlc ranging and superior psce. 

lJ>rd Dorset and Downs devoted about a quarter of an hour to 
flushing and cbailng and breaking fence, so were both put out 
of the stake for want of merit. 

In hla trial against Taffy, Rover toon began to score; he flrst 
got on scent, drew on well and pointed a hare. Taffy made a 
falu point and then afterward catching sight backed his oppo¬ 
nent’s point; both dropped when Puu Vent off. Taffy, however, 
showed want of now u be flashed twice when he ought to have 
winded bis birda, and once declined to drop to wing. Rover a 
few seconds afterward polntad where Taffy’s birds had been 
flushed and drew np prettily from a conelderable distance, giving 
a daetdsd evidence of enperior now, to the flag went up for him. 
Hit qnarterlng and pace were alto good, but be swms Inclined to 
Mrry hla beaiT a trifle low In rtnglng. 

Boy being dnwn a bye, Gountau Rose, who had won the flrst 
Ue, wu wnt down agalnat him, an absurd arrangement, u a 


beaten dog should have run the bye with him. Bat, old hands 
at field trials u the committee ind the judges are, they swm 
to work on no system whatever. In a bore field Row and Boy 
commenced operation by Row winding game and beginning to 
draw on to a point, but u the jndges called the workers of the 
dogs and ordered them to beat out a deep long corner of the Held, 
Mr. Buckell, who wu working Row, not noticing her doings, 
whistled her, and shortly afterward when she wu coming back 
to the same ground In quartering, from a different direction, 
two barea got up, one from the spot to which she wu originally 
drawing when ahs began; this rather bewildered ber for she fol¬ 
low A one about twenty yards but stopped when spoken to; Im¬ 
mediately afterward another bare rushed acrou In front of ber 
and tempted ber to chase slightly but Lord Combermere stated 
that “any dog’’ might chase under tbecircumstances; bares were 
dodging about In all directions. She soon afterward pointed a 
hare and then a brace of birds. Boy Id the former caw went 
put her and took up ber point and then broke fence, so Rose 
won the tie. Boy wu very steady on fur. 

Young Prince and Dorothy then went on for second ties. 
Dorothy pointed where a bare had crosied, and soon afterwards 
pointed a brace of birds well. Prince preferred going up to bis 
opponent and taking up tbe point alio. Instead of backing, and 
u be himself when he found a brace of partridges poked Ibem up 
be put himself out of court. 

Helreu against Antrim—both went fut and In very fair style, 
the former especially. A false point to Helreu, and a disinclina¬ 
tion to back by Anlrim, wu followed by a point at birds to 
Helreu, Antrim bsckl» fairly well this time. Antrim then 
false pointed twice, but Helreu would not back. Indeed ehe seems 
not to have the faintest Idea of backing, having been put down to 
baod at every stand made by her opponents throughout the stake. 
She however showed a good noee, and pegging a rabbit in the 
middle of the field she won the flag. Antrim did little elu but 
back. 

Fan and Rover both belonging to the ume owner were then 
started off, but u It wu getting late and what little game there 
was, was running about on the feed, the judges after a pretty 
even trial had been run by these two contestants, allowed tbe 
owner to name the animal he chose to be declared winner of the 
tie. and Rover wu tbe favorite one. 

Thus Rose and Dorothy, and Rover and Heiress were the four 
unbeaten dogs left In tbe stake. 

On Wednesday morning the meet wu at Broughton Station, 
but wbst a dismal morning It'wu, to be sure, and game wu 
scarcer than on tbe prevloue day. A start, however, wu made, 
and Countess Rom and Dorothy began to range but no game 
wu found for some little time. Eventually, however, in a grau 
field, Rose pointed a brace of partridges and dropped to wing. 
Dorothy did oot back, ber worker having to drop ber by hand. 
A short draw up aud point ou foot scent by both, followed oy a 
false point to Dorothy and a good bark by Rose sent up the 
flag for the latter. 

Helreu and Rover then tried conclusions, both going In very 
good form. Rover stood for a moment where a bare had croued, 
Helreu of couru backed only to band. Helreu next chased a 
blackbird the whole length of a field, and Rover got a falu point, 
Helreu declined to back. Rover then got a polnb at a rabbit 
and afterward at birds, and both dogs proved free from fur, but 
Helreu persistently declined to back st sll. Everybody then ex¬ 
pected Rose and Rover to go down for tbe final tlej but tbe 
judgu having consulted Mr. B. Field for a short time, annonuced 
that they bad decided to give Rover first. Heiress second, snd 
Fan third, a decision ridiculous, contradictory, and grouly un- 
jusL Rose bad absolutely beaten all her doge, found more game 
than any other dog, hud never made a flush, and did not chase 
one tithe aa badly u Helreu, while Fan bad actually been de¬ 
clared beaten In her tie. Everybody was utonisbed at the de¬ 
cision, and many greatly disgusted. But u It bu been shown 
already, the want of any system In such matters allows the In¬ 
dulgence of all kinds of caprice. There was evidently a differ¬ 
ence of opinion between tbe judges, and Mr. Field still further 
disarranged the little system, which had. It is true, been ob¬ 
served but Indifferently throughout the trials. Those, however, 
who beard him speak so prejudicially against IIum on tbe pre¬ 
vious day, even after the excellent work done by Dsr In her first 
Ho, could not be surprised at the result If that wu the reason for 
his being called Into consultation. Indeed It should be observed 
that Mr. B. Field often broke the rules by repeatedly talking to 
the judges even In stakes where his own dogs were completing, 
snd It was the subject of frequent remark amongst the spectators.

Nora and Jill, tbe flrst contestants drawn for this stake, false 
pointed in the most ridiculous manner, Jill in particular, as she 
made four or five In quick successlOD; she, however, got two good 
points to Nora’s one, so the flag went up for her; In backing and 
dropping to wing they were perfect. 

In trial between Rapid and Rosa each made two decided false 
points, but Rapid found three lots of birds and stood to them In 
capital form, and so won. Both dogs backed well and dropped to 
wing. 

Garnet and Dandy Drake began operations In a field full of 
sheep, but no game was found until a third field waa tried when 
Garnet pointed a hare, Drake backing; some birds were then 
flushed by Oirnet, It la presumed, as daring loneb, which waa 
then called. Drake waa declared tbe winner of the tie. Sharp 
work on Garnet, moat people would say. 

Dandy Drake and Rapid were not allowed much law, but 
Rapid’s well-known cleverness st game findiog, and Drake’s un- 
steidlness at backing soon won the tie for Rapid. 

Jill and Rapid then went nn for the final. Jill began by a 
false point, Rapid backing. The latter, however, seemed Inclined 
to hang about tbe hedgerows, bis opponent qaarterlng her ground 
In the meantime In gemd form, so after a short and very Indiffer¬ 
ent trial In which there wts no game found, Jill was declared tbe 
winner of first sod Rapid second. It mast he understood that 
many of the so-called false points were caosed by the dogs com¬ 
ing on warm scent of hares, which conid be seen leaving each 
field In twos and threes on the approach of the company, so pace, 
style and syatem counted mneh.

"Vainly the fowler's eye 
Might mark thy distant night to do thee wrong. 

As. darkly eeen against the crimson sky. 

Thy flgnre floats along." 

It was the good ship Wyanoke that steamed out of New York 
harbor on one cold Dumber day, and among her passengers 
wore two amateur shooters bound for a southern clime and a 
week’s shooting at Currituck Sound. 

The arrlter and Fred were the shooters- referred lo, and we 
were now on our way to reallxe that which for a long dreary year 
we had been anticipating. The day we left New York was In¬ 
tensely cold, and our phantom ship wore masts of crystal. We 
were warmly wrapped In our ulsters as we paced up and down 
the deck waving our handkerchiefs a fond farewell to the shiver¬ 
ing ones on the wharf, who to ns were growing smaller and 
smaller, fainter and fainter, aa our ship swung out Into the bay. 
Old Castle Garden wore her mantle of white, and floating ice 
granulated and melted away before the huge prow of the Wy¬ 
anoke. 

Like the rest of the passengers on deck, we made friends with 
the " smoke stack” to keep warm, putting up with the disagree¬ 
able odor of burnt grease and fumes from the kitchen—which 
I will here say Is putting up with a good deal, aa will readily be 
vouched for by anyone who has ever made a sea trip, and been 
placed In the same position. Sandy Hook “ Light Ship ” was 
sighted Jnst at dark, and as we turned our faces homeward we 
could tee only two great Helds of sparks. It was the cities of 
New York a^ Brooklyn lighted up for the night. 

Our vessel now began to gently rise and fall on the billows, 
causing us for the first time, on this trip, to r«tlUe that we bad 
just left a harbor of peace for a fretful and angry sea. On our 
way from the upper deck to the " companion way” we were 1n- 
vIM by our go^ captain to step into the pilot house, where, 
sheltered from the stinging hlast, we could see all that was to be 
teen—a great tea to the front and left of ns, and a long, dark 
streak a^nst the western horlson, which proved to be the New 
Jersey coast fading away. Happy folk were we, for we knew on 
the morrow we would be Just ao much nearer our shooting 
grounds, and again we went to our state room to see how our 
shooting paraphernalia was looking and standing the trIpT 

We were placed at the captain’s table for supper—and here let 
me say that the Old Dominion Line set a remaricably good table. 
Fred was somew^t unsteady, lest from the continual rolling of 
our ship he should become seasick. Mind you, Fred had twice 
crossed the " big pond,” and the good ship AuttraUa for some 
twelve days had no charms for him. 

Of course I continually kept twitting him aboutit, and as oftsn 
as possible gently reminded him that he looked somewhat pale. 

This was my first sea trip, and to be honest I bad but little 
confidence In myself at regarded my antl-seaaick qualities. To 
me everything seemed lovely until Just before bed time a gentle¬ 
man of color stepped nimbly Into our state room, and upon the 
rail of each berth bung a kind of ooup (urwn with a cover held 
fast by two hinges. With a very sober face I was about to put 
my collar and cravat Into this lll-proportlooed " Jewel box "when 
1 chanced to catch the eye of Fred, and I taw that he was Just 
choking back a good lan^.

I didn’t know any¬ 
thing aboyt It, but shut up my mouth, threw op the lid to the 
“tiBvy bowl” ao at lo “have It In reach, yon know” and 
turned over for a aleep, while throogh the ventilator over head 
gems pouring In the sweet mnslc from those In tbs caUn who 
were In no hurry to retire. 

Nothlngot partleular Interest oeenned until we sighted the "Rlp- 
9^s” and Fortrsaa Moores, which wars aagarTy tcannsd by 
every passenger, and we all assambled on deck to watoh for the 


first church spire of Norfolk and to see the many meno’-war 
anchored In Hampton Roads. 

Everything was now confusion and life on board our vessel; 
passengers gathering op their baggage, deck hands hurrying to 
and fr^for here we make the first landing. Running at half 
speed, our steamer carefully threaded Its way op the harbor until 
when we were within two hundred yafds of the wharf our 
“four-pounder” belches forth a mighty salute from the 
“ fo’k’a’le,” and we were there. 

We sorely miss the express conveniences of New York city, 
but after some delay we got a cart driven by an Immensely big 
mouthed “ dusky diamond,” to transfer trunks, etc., to the hotel. 

A good room in the hotel makes ns comfortable for the night, 
and we retire only to get up the next morning at 4 o’clock to 
proceed southward on our Journey. 

The dim kerosene lamp swings carelessly back and forth, and 
the wheels turn mechanically on our little steamer Cygnet, as we 
swing down for the Ellxabeth river and the Dismal Swamp canal. 
Uur little steamer measures scarcely thirty feet over all. Is a slde- 
whceler, and has a boriiontal engine placed on the main deck. 

To us, this was a strange ride, as we kept winding through a little 
stream scarcely wide enough to admit our lltUe craft, and the 
country so monotonous. Uur little steamer seemed to contin¬ 
ually make retrograde movement as we wound our way through 
this very crooked stream, and at times It really seemed as If we 
were back to the starting place. All day long we threaded our 
way through this monotonous country of tangled marshes and 
Helds of f^ed reeds. 

Here, for the first time since leaving the city, we lay eyes on a 
canvas-back, and these were on a frying-pan, which was skilfully 
manipulated by a greasy looking darkey. We were terribly 
anxious to got to that place we had so often read about—the 
“ Lake of the Dismal Swamp,” where 

" They made her a grave too cold and damp 
For a sonl so warm and Irae; 

And she's gone to Ibe lake of the Dismal Swamp, 

Where all niaht long, by a flre-fly lamp, 

She peddles her while canoe." 

We could write no lines that could half so well describe this 
dreary place aa these Hoes by Thomas Moore. How cold, how 
dreary and uninviting la this lonely spot, that seems really out of 
the world. The trees grow up only to again bow down weary and 
sore. The water, so dark and stagnant, seems to have died long 
ago, and we are left to Imagine whither is its souree and where 
does It find Its way ont to the sea. 

We shudder when we think what a place this would bo to spend 
a night in, and alone— 

” Bat oft from the Indian banter's camp. 

This lover snd maid so true 
Are seen at the hoar of midnight damp 
To croes the lake by a flre-fly lamp, 

And paddle their white canoe I" 

It Is In passing through this swamp that we see our first 
“ Mistletoe ^w,” and this would not have been noticed by us 
had not a passenger pointed it out to ua 

We are glad to get out of this dreary country, and feel greatly 
refreshed when we run out Into an Immense open bay, where the 
water seems to be bealthy in appearance, and watei^fowl from the 
duck to the great white swan make glad our hearts. 

Our hearts strike bard against our ribs when by a deck hand 
we are told that we have not begun to see ducks yet. "Why,” 
said be, "you will see rafts of ’em ’fore long, when we get a lit¬ 
tle further down.” Sure enough, the deck hand was right. Red¬ 
heads, canvas-backs, boobies and “blue-peters”—(as they are 
called here) swarm on every side and take wing by tlie thuusand 
as our little steamer comes plowing through the sound. 

We arrived at Poplar Branch, and pot up with “the widow” 
Van Blyck (the be^quarters for all northern gunnere at the 
sound), long after dark. It waa a mule and a hand made cart 
that tmk us up to the house from the landing, and such a shaking 
up I weU, we never bad before. We Immediately negotiate for a 
room and a warm supper, which the genial landlady was only too 
glad to place at our disposal, and In fact do anything to make 
us comfortable. 

Returning from supper we found that a battalion of a score 
or more gunners—natives—were waiting an interview. We 
found among them two men highly recommended, whom we en¬ 
gaged for boatmen. All the evening was spent loading shells 
and unpacking our luggage, so as to be ready for an early start 
on the morrow. 

With the morning came disappointment, for we found It to be 
raining quite bard, and very b^ weather for good shooting, as 
we well knew. How different had this storm only been snow— a 
good nor'eatttr —however. It took a good deal of wet to dampen 
our ardor, and we concluded to try It. Dressed from head to 
foot In rubber and ctfers we found our way through the darkness 
to the landing, where our boats were secured, and our gunners 
after putting In each boat a good supply of " stools ” composed 
largely of canvas-back and a few red-heads, we shoved off and 
struck for the lower bay. It was a long, wet, cold ride, and I 
felt greatly relieved when we came to our "blind.” 

F^ and bis man put up about one mile north of us. It was 
hardly daybreak yet, and we set to work repairing our " blind ” 
and putting out ’’stooU.” A rubber blanket la spread down be¬ 
hind the wet reeds, and each seated upon a powder keg we wait 
eagerly for the first ray of light, and the first sign of feathers. 
My boatman was not at all sanguine of good sport, in fact 
thought that the chances were that we would have pretty poor 
sport, for It was still raining hard, and ducks were not inclined 
to fiy, but bob around In great rafts far out in the bay. 

Here we sat chatting while the rain beat down upon us, when 
suddenly my guide grasped me by the shoulder, and at the same 
time wblspei^, “lay low!” I turned stealthily around and far 
off saw the familiar barrow-shaped lines bearing down upon us. 

They were coming dead for ws, but evidently did not see our 
“ stools,” for they were approaching from the rear of our 
“blind.” 

Like leeches we clung to that blanket, determ ned not to frus¬ 
trate the first shot, and my man whispered " ITbey are canvas- 
bock, shoot to kill.” They were now near by and an old drake 
led the van. A long streak of fire shot up Into the stormy sky 
and my breech-loader belched forth a Idtrible volley, and lo I—

This was my first real canvas-back, and now that the ball bad 
opened and tbe first blood bad flown, I began td warm up and 
forget the great rain drops and tbe sharp cutting wind. 

We again settle down tebind our blind and in silence await for 
more signs of festbera. 

While atttlBg beresoquietl hear the continual great bass bonki 
honk 1 of a thousand geese, and tbe tenor of a myriad of docks 
that are oontlnually passing south, and folly two miles away. 

Far ont In tbe bay beaten down by the rain lay rafts of ducks 
oonslstlng of eanvae-baoks, red- h eads and Nue-peters. 

How we longed tor Ihetn to take wing, or tbe appeoraooe of 
tome ernft lo Mr them np. 

AgEln 1 beeoae chined through. Water in greet drops stood 


upon my gun-barrels and my robber blanket held here and there 
little pools of water. ^ 

It was evidently a very poor day for ducks. Our stools were 
bobbing around on tbe tope of a thousand little waves, and doing 
everything that little isoo^n dueki could do. 

Presently we spied a van of ducks sailing close to the water 
and coming atralgbt tor ua. 

We almost held our breath for fear that they would go down 
before reaching our decoys; but we were not to be disappointed 
and made everything snug for their reception. 

They seemed to be coming at a terrible gait, and when they 
were within about thirty yai^ we rose up and they soon discov¬ 
ered their mistake. 

With wonderful sagacity they put up their web feet against the 
wind, but not soon enough to save tliem all, for we quickly had 
In two barrels each, and three ducks lay fluttering In the water. 

We had scarcely time to gather them when two red-heads came 
bearing down upon us, but awfully high, and very fast. I man- . 
aged to put In one barrel but only to tbe seeming delight of the 
old drake who returned tbe compliment by bis drakeshlp’s quack I 
quack I quack I 

This was the last shot Bred by either of us that morning, and 
after waiting patiently—as only a lover of duck shooting can— 
we palled up stakes and setting the sails of our little skiff shoved 
off for home. We now turned Into a little hopoM where Just In 
gun shot and making sbout as good time as ourselves, set two 
splendid canvas-back. Instantaneous my gun went to my face, 
and, hut for the timely Interference of my boatmen I should have 
sent at least one of them to Join that "Innumerable caravan.” 

Imagine,if you can, my disgust when I was coolly informed by 
my guide—at twelve York thUlingt per day—that I could not 
shoot from a boat I 

" It’s ’gainst tbe law down ’ere,” said ho, “for a person that 
don’t live ’ereabouts to shoot from a boat, and he can’t do It no 
how.” He continued: “Only us poor folks whats don’t own 
some lands, can shoot from a skiff. You big folk* from the North 
can come down here and pay (or shootln’ privileges, and have all 
the best pints.” 

This was all new to me, and I began to think that I really had 
Just commenced to cut my eye teeth. However, I reluctantly 
kept my gun down, and would you believe It those very ducks 
seemed to know all about Currituck ordlnancesl Why they just 
kept ahead of us and called back to us “shoot If you dare, you’U 
get ten days,’’ etc., etc. I don’t like to shoot a duck while set¬ 
ting on the water, but upon my word I would like to have given 
them Just one “rake.” 

Passing through tbe “narrows” we met Fred and his boatman. 
They bad bad better sport than we and their bag numbered six¬ 
teen. We were terribly cold and awful glad to reach the landing. 
Several days we passed similar to the one Just related, and it 
would be to the reader monotonous If I should here record each 
day’s work. 

Christmas morning did not dawn bright and fair, but a snow 
storm such as Is seldom seen south of “Mason & Dickson’s line” 
was prevailing. So turd was It snowing that we could not see 
the old wind mill which stands scarcely two hundred yards from 
the house. We weie sorry to see this storm, (or “the widow” bad 
promised ns a regular Southern Christmas, the programme In¬ 
cluding a shoot for a live deer, and tbedarfcrps’ Might, a regular 
old-fashioned turkey shoot. 

To those who have often been on excursions like this, It is nut 
necessary to say how we put In the day, and how much real solid 
fun wo had. It is wonderful what a time a party of shooters can 
have when really compelled to remain In durance vile. 

The buys were all In their woolen stockings and sllpiwrs, and 
there was a noticeable absence of high top rubber hoots and tar- 
pauliti*. A new “ back-log” is with difficulty rolled In the old 
fire-place, and a damp woolen sock is drawn down over both 
andirons td dry. Tbe atmosphere overhead Is eomeirliat smoky as 
we all with pipe In mouth draw around tbe cracking fire. Such 
a debate as we had 1 I don’t know what all we didn’t argue, 
from nsirss m. /Ins shot to choke in. cylinder bored gun barrels. 

“ Our member from Boston” gave us a very Interesting sketch 
of the fauna of North and South Carolina, but was brought to an 
untimely end by “the widow,’’ who Just then came In tbe room 
with an Immense bowl of hot lemonade. 

In the center of the room, with head bowed down on bis left 
hand, sits “our member from Worcester,” oblivious of all sur¬ 
roundings, for he is at his favorite game, eolitaire. 

A coon (or dinner served a la Houthem Is surely a novelty to 
us, but we are au/ait In tbe eating line, and slowly but surely 
Mr. Coon disappears from sight. 

This is tbe way we spent Christmas, and now the scene shifts 
to the blind Just opposite “Currituck Light” 

“ I say, Mr.-,’’ said my gunner after very prettily bring¬ 

ing down a widgeon at very long range, “ that wasn't a very bad 
sort of a shot for my old muzzle-loader.” 

“ You are right,” said I, “ but keep down, here comes a soli¬ 
tary red-head.” Another little white cap yonder and down ho 
goes out of sight, shot desd with my little breech gun, not fur¬ 
ther than twenty-five yards away. The ball keeps rolling, and 
down comes five canvas-backs—too bad, they cut a “pigeon wing” 
when almost within gun shot, and we drop down cloeer than ever 
to wait (or more. Seven geese pass directly over us but too high 
up for even our young cannon to reach them. A dozen or more 
“dipper ducks” are swimming around our decoys, and occasion¬ 
ally come In so close to our “blind” that a ten-foot pole could 
knock them over, but we pay but little attention to them and do 
not molert them. Here comes three canvas-back (or our de¬ 
coys, they are flying very close to the water, and we again hold 
our breath for (ear tliey will go down before reaching us, but they 
keep on with steady and short strokes of their wings, little sus¬ 
pecting what a deadly battery awaits but ten strokes of their 
wings. Three well-directed shots made prisoners of those, who, 
bnt a moment before were as free as the clouds and capricious as 
a March wind. The ducks were flying well and we were having 
a glorious lime. It waa boom I boom I boom I down below and 
we were quite sure Fred was getting tbe “ lion’s gjiare.'’ 

Tbe sun was fast hiding Itself, and we knew It would lie dark 
by the time we reached tbe landing, so shoving off our little 
skiff laden with ducks of several varieties, we bearled for home, 
running with tbe wind. It took us a good portion of a day to 
pack our birds In barrels ready to be shipped North, and the 
vessel that bore those birds home took with them their destroyers. 

“Did you have a good time I” we were asked. “Never better,” 
we reply. “ And yon found any numbers of birds, and the shoot 
Ing as good as represented!” Had we not read sporting litera¬ 
ture (or some time, and been on many similar expeditions, we 
should bare been compelled to have answered our Interrogater 
In the negative. This, my reader. Is true. 

Cut down these tremendous big shooting scores about one-half 
before going, and you will never be disappointed. Have you 
never when out on some of your woodcock shooting trips on a 
Summer day, met a schoolboy whose (see was ao Intelligent that 
you were prompted to say; “ Johnny, do you know of any wood¬ 
cock on this farm!” “ Oh, yes; Iota of 'em,” he replies, and so 
frankly, loo, that you say, “ Lead on, I follow thee.” With a face 
full of animation, this young “ hopeful ” points out, much lo 
your disgust, a woodpecker, or perha^ a “ hIgh-holA”

Llewellln was going to ran a clinker, Connt WInd’em, the dog 
be won the first prUe with at the Kennel Club'a show at the 
Alexandra Palace, last Chrlatmas, and that Mr Macdona’a 
Ranger was also In the stake. It may not be out of place to say 
that Hr. Llewellln 'Is not a member of the Kennel Club, but the 
setter men therein (some of whom. Including the secretary, were 
at Chester) are very Jealous of him, as they cannot stand a^nst 
his kennel, which wins all over the oonntiy, both on the bench 
and In the field. He brings out a fresh set every year; be has. It 
Is thought, got a better kennel of setters than all the rest of the 
breeders tether. A LUmUiH setter Is a far more dangerous 
competitor than any Lamrack that ever went on the bench or In 
the field. The former strain has all the quality of the Larerae^, 
with twice tbcslxo and constitution. To return, however, to the 
stake; the first competitors down, Blue Belle II. and Ben, pot¬ 
tered about for a long time, doing absolutely nothing, so were 
ordered op. 

Count WInd’em made a sorry example of Diamond, for he 
hunted all round the latter and never gave him a chance, and his 
slashing style and telling gallop were much admired. He soon 
round a brace of birds and stood them, but Diamond eventually 
coming op, ran past him and took up bla point, so the verdict was 
given for WInd’em. 

Roger and Sam III. bad rather a dreary trial, as the rain,which 
had been falling steadily all day, now began to Increase. Sam, 
quartering bis ground In good style, false pointed two or three 
times, but Roger’s mode of beating his ground was of the hap- 
hasanl order, so that when Sam at last found game and Roger 
declining to back, they were taken up, no Hag going up for either. 

Ranger, who hod been drawn a bye, was then sent down 
against Bill, who had won the first tie of the stake. Bill, 
going like a potterer, first found birds, and was backed by 
Ranger. A pheasant next rose In a hollow In front of Ranger, 
and he dropped. It was dllflcult to say whether he pointed or 
not. After this, going at a slashing pace, he slid down a bank 
Into a brook, and on clambering up on the farther side. In fact, 
breaking fence, be came upon a brace of birds on the top and 
iminted them. On being brought back be made a point where 
the Judges bad seen birds rise, so the verdict was given In his 
favor. 

WInd’em then went down against Roger and Sam, successively, 
soon disposing of both. Still going on, WInd’em having already 
won three ties. Ranger was sent down against him for the final. 
It was odds, however, on WInd’em, who, although as fast as 
Ranger, had far too true a nose to flush, a quality which Ranger 
does not possess; bis sensational style of going and pointing 
having won him more trials than actual merit, for he always was 
an Inveterate false pointer and Rusher; not seeming to dis¬ 
criminate by his nose whether tbe scent la that of game In front 
of him or cold, down he goes and sticks there: or if It Is faint 
does not mind It at all. In the present Instance, WInd’em going 
across wind very fast, turned and pointed a hare; Ranger then 
flushed a brace of birds twice hadly, and would not drop, but 
when he did, WInd’em catching sight of him down backed him 
Instantly. The Judges, therefore, gave Count WInd’em first 
prlxe and Ranger second. Many gentlemen present stated that 
they considered WInd'em the grandest looking setter that has 
ever appeared at any of the trials, while the way In which he 
does bis work speaks for itself.

hi* game flushed birds as she was about to stand. Each then 
pointed on aame scent but no game was fonnd bnt a hare went 
*»»y afterward from the same direction In which they had pointed 
and a pheasant also was flushed farther up by the hedge. They 
then pointed once mors each but do game was found, and the 
Ofxt brace waa ordered down. 

Norna and Novel, this brace was made up at the hut moment. 
Nora had been brought to Chester to ran with Novel, with 
'"bom she had been In training, but she went amiss tbe day pre¬ 
vious to tbs draw, ao Noras was telegraphed for and abe came up 
to scratch slightly advanced In pup and fat as a pig, having done 
w work since tbe end of last season. When sent off, however.

Duke and Dau, the next brace down, were remarkably car tloua 
and rather slow. They wore started off In a rough piece of grass, 
and a brace of birda waa found by Dan within a hundred yards 
of the starting point, and bla companion backed well. Duke 
next pointed sod was backed, and Dan did ditto, Duke backing, 
but DO game waa found to either point, but the Judges said birds 
bad ran across from the hedge to the next field. This brace was 
then Uken up, and although they quartered systematically they 
lacked pace, and would take a long time to beat a hundred-acre 
field. 

Handy Drake and Bow Bells had a very favorable opportunity 
to distinguish themselves, as game and good cover fell to tbeir 
lot. Dandy Drake baa however got no nose, sud Bow Is loclloed 
to pull up on scent without discrimination. Bow first began 
with a false point, Drake backed. Tbe latter tben three times In 
snccesaloD flushed birds, never seeming to wind them till within 
six feet of tbem. Bow then got one good point and well 
backed, and the brace was then taken up. 

Prism and Scamp, flrat and second for last year’s Deiby, be¬ 
haved badly, and one would Imagine that they had not seen game 
since. Prism hunted a bare out of the Held and Scamp was 
with difflculty restrained, and both showed an utter want of 
merit. • j 

Diamond and Dart, aa slow as cart horses, pointed a hare or 
two and pottered up another, and although fairly broken were 
not at all np to trial form; they would make a good brace In very 
small enclosures. 

Darkle and Dip did very little better than the former brace. 
Darkle began by a false point. Dip backed; the latter then, al¬ 
though going very slowly, flushed a brace badly, both dogs drop¬ 
ped to wing. Each theu pointed on the same scent, but they 
left their point and a hare was afterward put up from the place. 
Darkle worked In fair style but was handicapped by Dip, whose 
nose and pace arc both sorry. 

Jane and Mite literally did nothing but false point and back 
during the whole of a short trial, so more taken up without more 
ado. 

Riot and Nora then went down in a capital piece of covert. 
Riot began by pointing a brace and was backed. Each then 
flushed, then Riot twice and Nora once pointed false; both how¬ 
ever ranged well anti backed each other. 

Noma and Novel (tbe setters) were tben sent off once more In 
a bare grass field, but Noras showing unsteadiness at backing 
(which unsteadiness consists In not dropping but turning and 
looking at her worker) put them out of the race. 

Bow Bells and Dandy Drake were also given another chance, 1 
which they did not deserve. Drake however soon set the matter 
St rest by rushing right across Bow’s point close to her birds, 
which he never witided; declining thus to back her, and showing 
an utter want of nose. This brace was put out of It. 

Garnet and Tory then had another short spin, but they passed 
over a pheasant or two and a brace of bares, which they ought to 
have found; Tory however found one brace and Garnet backed, 
after a false point from Tory this brace was ordered up. 

Nora and Riot were tben sent off, and In a short spin Nora 
pegged a brace of partridges, and Riot flushed a brace down 
wind but dropped to wing. The judges now consulted for a 
short time and announced tbe following decisions;

undoubtedly to be accounted for by this circumstance.
